straits. 
Evidence Insufficient. 
“It is believed,” the memoran- 


dum states, “that the evidence is 
insufficient to obtain a conviction 
on a jury trial. The defendant, 


Ferguson, was tried three times in 
the United States District Court, 
the charges embodying all the ele- 
ments contained in the indictment 
in this case. In each of the trials 
in Federal Court, the jury was un- 
able to agree. The three mistrials 
resulted in dismissal April 11 by 
the District Attorney, under in- 
structions from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, of all 
charges against Ferguson.

constitute embezzlement, and dis- 


missed the case. Circuit Attorney 


Howard Sidener then dismissed a 
false-pretense indictment pending 
against Ferguson. A new indict- 
ment against Ferguson was voted 
later by the local grand jury, un- 
der the direction of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Gentry. This indictment, the 
one now dismissed, was continued 
from time to time through the re- 
mainder of Sidener’s terms, ending 
in December, 1928, and into the 
term of his successor, Miller, while 
the prosecution was pending in 
Federal Court. 

Ferguson’s attorney, Edward W. 
Foristel, moved last February for 


dismissal of the State's case because 


it had been pending through 16 
terms of court, and because the last 
seven continuances had been with- 
out motion of the defense. Judge 
Taylor overruled this motion. 
Denied Intent to Defraud. 
Ferguson's defense, in his trials 
in Federal Court, was that he 
acted at the direction of Carleton. 
who controlled the company, and 
that his action in sending out the 


statements, prepared at Carleton’s | 


order, was. without intent to de- 
fraud. Carleton, died while under 
indictment. 

The issue of intent figured 
strongly in Federal Judge Davis’ 
instructions, . and statements of 
members of the juries, after the

The Federal cases were on 
charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud.

Officer David McCain of 
Highland, Ill., and Uni- 
dentified Man Shoot It 
Out Near Pocahontas. 


STOLEN MACHINE ~ 
FORCED INTO DITCH 


Charles Easley, McCain’s 
Driver, Tells of Pursuit 
and Fight 45 Miles East 
of St. Louis. 


David McCain, night policeman 
at Highland, Ill, and an unidenti- 
fied automobile thief, shot and 
killed each other in a _ revolver 
fight last night on United States 


Highway No. 40, near Pocahontas, 
about 45 miles east of St. Louis. 
McCain, with two bullet wounis 
near the heart, died in the High- 
land hospital shortly after mid- 
night. Bond County | authorities 
found the body of the thief, shot 
through the abdomen, in a field 
near the scene of the shooting. 
The shooting occurred after the 
stolen car had been crowded into 
a ditch. Charles Easley, 20-year- 


'old Highland youth, who had ac- 


companied McCain as driver, was 
an eye-witness, | 
Alarm Relayed to Highiand. 

The automobile had been stolen 
in Vandalia, Ill., earlier in the 
evening, and Vandalia authorities 
had telephoned a description and 
the license numbers to the Bond 
County Sheriff at Greenville. The 
Greenville Sheriff, who had seen 
such a car pass through his town 
sent the alarm on to Highland 
Madison County. © 

McCain, alone on the night shift, 
called on Easley for assistance and 
the two men started east on No, 
40 at 11 o'clock searching for the 
Stolen car. They were on the out- 
skirts of Pocahontas when the au- 
tomobile passed them west bound. 
Easley swung his car around and 
pursued for about half a mile 
until the stolen automobile left 
the concrete siab and stopped in 
the ditch. 

According to Easley, the driver 
sumped out and started into the 
field, stopping momentarily to fire 
two shots at the policeman’s car. 
Pursued by McCain he stopped at 
@ point several yards from. the 
road, where the two men fired 
about four shots at each other. ™ 

Easley, who was unarmed, re- 
mained at the wheel of the automo- 
bile until the firing had stopped. 
Under a brilliant moon which made 
vision unusually clear, he watched 
the entire fight and w the men 
fall. Paying no attention to the 
unidentified man, he helped Mc- 
Cain to his feet, assisted him to 
the automobile and hurried to the 
Highland hospital. 

McCain Leaves Widow and Child. 

McCain was 30 years old and 
lived in Highland with his wife and 
88-year-old: daughter. The uniden- 
tified man was about 35, 5 feet 5 
inches tall, weighed 160 pounds, 
and was simply dressed. His pock- 
ets contained nothing which might 
point to his identity and the only 
unusual marks on his body were a 
small scar on the index finger of his 
right hand and a round scar on his 
left leg. 

Authorities are searching for a 
woman who was driving an auto- 
mobile which appeared to be fol- 
lowing the stolen car when it was 
recognized by McCain and Easley. 
According to Easley, this machine 
followed the stolen car until it .left 
the road then continued west with- 
out stopping. 

The stolen car,.a Pontiac coach, 
was claimed by its owner, Melvin 
Greear of Vandalia. The body of 
the automobile thief is held at 
Pocahontas awaiting identification.

Enterprises of Gravity

A warrant charging embezzie- 
ment of $13,100 from the Gravity 
Realty Co. has been issued by the 


Circuit Attorney against Christian 
J. Zeitinger, inventor and promo- 


ter, it was learned today. The 
warrant, issued May 2, is in the 
hands of the Sheriff, who is seek- 
ing to serve Zeitinger, who has not 
been located. . 
Zeitinger, an unsuccessful 
ventor of a gravity flour mill, and 
a successful market speculator, 
who recently testified before Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy Coles that he 
used the assets of one of his sey- 
eral companies for stock specula-~ 
tions and won $19,000, was 
charged with embezzlement on 
complaint of his brother, George 
E. Zeitinger, 1803 Rutger street, 


and Noel P. Poepping, 4926 Reber 
place. 

George Zeitinger and Poepping 
appeared before Circuit Attorney 
Miller two weeks ago and told of 
having the books of the realty 
company, which has offices in 
Boatmen’s Bank Building, exam- 
ined after Christian Zeitinger was 
removed as secretary-treasurer at 
a stockholders’ meeting last Octo- 
ber. 


Formed to Carry on Litigation. 


Both told of purchasing stock 
in the concern, which was organ- 
ized in 1922 to carry on litigation 
brought by minority stockholders 
of the former Hargadine-McKit- 
trick Dry Goods Co. to obtain an 
equity in the Railway Exchange 
Building. 

An. audit of the Gravity Co.’s 
books disclosed the alleged short- 
age, and Christian Zeitinger is 
charged in the warrant with divert- 
ing the $13,100 to his own use. The 
embezzlement is alleged to have 
taken place in 1927. 

Three of four flour mill enter- 
prises of Zeitinger, who resides at 
40 Benton place, were declared in- 
solvent in an opinion by Federal 
Judge Faris last year. Investors, in- 
cluding George Zeitinger, petitioned 
to have the four enterprises and 


‘n- 


rupt. Judge Faris ruled that Zeit- 
inger was indisputedly solvent and 
that there was no showing that the 
Gravity Realty Co. was in financial 
difficulties. The firms adjudicated 
bankrupt were the Gravity Mills 
Co. of North America, the Zeitinger 
Industrial Development Co. and the 
Capitol Trust. . 
Used Funds for Speculation. 

Referee in Bankruptcy Coles, in 
a ruling last March, directed that 
$19,000, which Zeitinger won in 
the stock market with funds of the 
Zeitinger Development Co. and put 
back into the company, would be 
used to help pay creditors of the 
company, who he had organized to 
develop his . invention.  Zeitinger 
admitted on the witness stand that 
he used funds of the company for 
speculation. 

The basis of the suit of the mi- 
nority stockholders of the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Co. was that funds 
of the company were used to pro- 
mote the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing. Suit for a $2,700,000 equity in 
the building was filed.

While Tyabji and his cohorts 
were being transferred to the jail 
just outside of Navsari, civil au- 
thorities in Sholapur announced 
two more military detachments 
had been sent from Poona, the 
second battalion of the Royal Ul- 
ster Rifles and 
headavarters troops, to complete 
military control of that disturbed 
community. 

Ordered From Peshawar. 

Almost simultaneously, British 
authorities in the Gujerat district 
sent a final notification to the Haji 
of Turangzai, serving notice upon 
him to remove with his followers 
with all speed from the- vicinity 
of the recently embattled Pesha- 
war. 

Some of Gandhi's followers later 
raided a salt depot at Shiroda.

tariff conferees will make another 
effort tomorrow or Wednesday to 
reach a compromise agreement in 
their dispute over whether the 
flexible provisions of the Smoot- 
Hawley bili shall continue or re- 
voke the President’s authority to 
make emergency import-duty 
changes. 

This question has produced a 
wide variance of opinion among the 
Republican conferees. The House 
bill would have the President re- 
tain his power to increase or low- 
er rates by 50 per cent, while un- 
der the Senate measure, this au- 


thority would be taken over by 
Congress. 

Over the outspoken objection of 
the President, the Senate plan was 
written into the bill by the coalition 
of Democrats and independent Re- 
publicans, when it was in control 
of the tariff situation. 

Senate Determined Connally Says. 

With an historic phrase, Senator 
Connally, (Dem.), Texas, last night 
served warning that any effort to 
eliminate the Senate provision 
would be determinedly contested. 

“We propose to fight it out on 
this line if it takes all summer,” 
he said. “The Senate amendment 
restoring to Congress the tariff- 
making power is absolutely funda- 
mental. If the tariff bill passes, 
it must restore to the representa- 
tives of the people the right to 
make laws that govern them.” 

Administration leaders, he con- 
tinued, are determined to kill the 
Senate amendment and their 
“grand strategy” is then to “ham- 
mer through the high schedules 
of the Dill.’’ 

Sugar Controversy Renewed. 

The sugar schedule again came 
to the front over the week-end 
with efforts to reopen it by a con- 
current resolution for the purpose 
of correcting an alleged error in 
calculating the duty on the refined 
product. 

Rudolph Spreckels, New York 
refiner and president of the Sugar 
Institute, issued a statement say- 
ing that the bill removes present 
protection on refined sugar and 
in addition gives Cuban refined 
sugar a premium of 2 censt a 
hundred pounds. His statement 
was in reply to one by John F. 
Snyder, vice president of the Her- 
shey Corporation, Hershey, Ga., 
which maintains refineries in Cuba. 

Snyder, in a fruther statement, 
last night said that the effort to 
obtain a higher duty on refined 
sugar was intended to make his 
company “dependnet upon mem- 
bers of the Sugar Insittute for re- 
fined cane sugar.” 


Canada’s Reply to 
Higher U. S. Tariff

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Tarifft 


revision proposals of the Canadi- 
an Government will impose higher 
import duties on between $175,- 
000,000 and $225,000,000 worth of 


United States products customarily 
supplied each year to that country. 

Products of the British Empire, 
sold. more or less in competition 
with those of the United States, 
which Canada ordinarily imports 
to the value of $200,000.000 a year, 
will be given either increased pref- 
erence in duties or an entirely free 
import status. This is the conclu- 
sion announced today by a Com- 
merce Department analysis of the 
new Canadian tariff projects, 
which were formulated May 1 by 
the Dominion Minister of Finance. 

“Competition between imports 
from the British Empire and the 
United States is substantially in- 
creased,”’ the departmental review 
of the new Canadian measure says, 
“about 216 items being added to 
the free list under the British pref- 
erential tariff. American export- 
ers in many lines will be required 
to lay greater stress on service and 
quality.”’ 

As @ response to the pending 
American tariff bill the Canadian 
law has widely extended the scope 
of countervailing duties, under 
which Canada will place duties 
ugainst imports entering her bor- 
der from any country, which equal 
tariff duties imposed bv that coun- 
try on the Canadian products. 
Grain, meats, poultry products, 
dairy products and iron piping are 
among the additional items specif- 
ically made subject to the counter- 
vailing system, On metal manu- 
factures of nearly all kinds the 
preference to British products is 
increased and in many cases the 
rates that will affect the com pet- 
ng products when tmported from 
the United States are increased.

They left Cerro Loco (Crazy

Boats from Porto Limon recov- 
ered the bodies of the two men, 
that of Col. Sidar having been 
dashed into fragments. The mono-

The two airmen rose at Cerro 
Loco without difficulty, despite the 
five-ton weight of their ship which 
carried 1030 gallons of gasoline. 
Their progress was reported occa- 
sionally throughout yesterday, and 
even ghifting of the course from 
the Pacific Coast to the Atlantic 
Céast caused no anxiety, since it 
was presumed adverse weather 
conditions had been encountered 
on the first route. 

About 4 p. m. the plane passed 
over Porto Limon flying south 
along the coast. A few minutes lat- 
er as the skies were darkening with 
an approaching storm, the plane, 
apparently making for the town 
to land. As the first drops of rain 
fell the plane wobbled and fell into 
the sea. 

Cause of the accident was ui- 
determined, but it was thought the 
weight of the plane together with 
hazardous atmospheric conditions 
brought on by the approaching 
storm caused the crash. 

Col. Sidar was 27 years old. Ro- 
virosa also was a member of the 
Mexican Air Corps and fought og 
the last rebellion. He participated 
in the Mexico City to Kansas City; 
air race last year.

Stimson paid a high tribute to 
Senator Reed for his work on the 
technical phases of the ‘three- 
Fower agreement among Britain, 
the United States and Japan. He 
declared that on- every .najor ques- 
tion before the conference, there 
was complete accord among the 
seven American delegates. 

Bristles With Difficulties. 

Asserting that any disarmament 
conference “bristles with . difficul- 
Stimson traced the history 
of limitation efforts from the time 
of the first Hague conference of: 
1899. 

“At Washington in 1921-22,” he 
said, “‘we had a tremendous advan- 
tage in our partly completed bat- 
tleship program which we were 
willing to sacrifice on the. altar 
of genera] disarmament, but even 
with this advantage we could only 
get an agreement on these classes 
in which we were doing all the 
sacrificing. The conference broke 
down when it came to auxiliary 
ships.”’ 

The witness recalled the interest- 
ing fact that the first successful 
convention for the limitation of 
naval armaménts was between two 
great Powers of the Western Hem- 
isphere—Argéntine and (Chile. 
These two nations were at outs 
over a boundary, and as a result 
had started a violent naval build- 
ing competition. The situation held 
the seeds of great peril to the 
peace of South America. 

Through the good offices of 
Great Britain, they agreed to arbi- 
tratc the boundary question, and 
while the arbitration was pending 
they agreed to reduce their fleets 
to ‘a “prudent equilibrium” or, ac- 
cording to another translation, to a 
“discreet equipoise.” 

Way Toward Reduction. 

Stimson said that this treaty of 
1902 had a stabilizing influence on 
the peace of the Western Worid. 
Of similar value to the whole 
world was the Washington treaty 
of 1922. The resuit of that treaty 
was “remarkably beneficial” and 
from it flowed a strong feeling for 
further reductions. 

“Limitation,” he said, “produces 
internal confidence, confidence 
produces more limitation and thus 
there is produced a beneficent 
circle.”’ 

Stimson said the coming into 
power of the Labor government in 
Great Britain paved the way for an 
Anglo-American agreement that 
would undo the effects of the Ge- 
néva break-up of 1927. A marked 
step was taken toward a useful

After lengthy debate, Central 

Trades and Labor Union voted two 

ft0 one yesterday to join the Build- 

ing Trades Council in an effort to 

'induve the Board of Aldermen to 

provide an appropriation for the 

Efficiency Board, which the Alder- 

mon have sought to abolish. 

The Efficiency Board directs the 

municipal civil service. The Board 

of Aldermen reduced its annual 
appropriation in ‘the budget bill 
last month to a sum sufficient only 
for immediately winding up its ac- 
tivities. Last Friday .the Aldermen 


refused to consider Mayor Miller's 
substitute bill to provide the ap- 
propriation,’and city officials plan 
now to take the question to the 
courts by haying the Efficiency, 
Board file a mandamus suit to col- 
lect its payroll, since City Coun- 
selor Muench ‘has ruled that the 
board must be maintained. 
Delegates from the Teamsters’ 
Joint Council were the chief op- 
ponents of the move in support of 
the Efficiency Board in Central 
Trades and Labor Union, and dele- 
gates from the Firemen’s and Ojil- 
ers’ Union and the Bakers’ Union 
were the principal proponents, 
Charges Discrimination, 


: » 


: 


Dan Murphy, president of Cen- 
tral Union, and Martin Dillmon, , 
both officers of the ' Teamsters’ 
Joint Council, criticised the atti- 
tude of the Efficiency Board to- 
ward organized labor. Murphy 
asserted that . William Kircheis, 
chairman of the board, had dis- 
criminated against organized labor 
and that the board had shown itself 
to be antagonistic in placing city 
chauffeurs on a weekly pay basis, 
Dillmon declared‘ that 400 driv- 
ers of city horse and mule wagons 
were the poorest paid members 
among the 9000 in the Teamsters’ 
Council and that the city is the 
“toughest” employer of the team- 
sters. He blamed the Efficiency 
Board for this. . 

David Kreyling, secretary of 
Central Union, criticised the board, 
which was appointed by Mayor 
Miller. A delegate of the Moujd- 
ers’ Union advised the Mayor not 
to attempt to get the Republican 
nomination. for United States Sen- 
ator in 1932, as he has contem- 
plated. 

Peter Beisel of the Bakers’ Un- 
ion, leading the argument in favor 
of the motion to support the Effi- 
ciency Board, urged labor not to

WELLSVILLE, Mo., May 13.— 


The findings of a State Bank Ex- 
aminer on his arrival here today 
to take over the affairs of the 
Commercial Bank of Wellsville are 
afvaited by anxious depositors, fol- 
lowing the sudden closing of the 
bank by the directors at noon Sat- 
urday, the third day following the 
disappearance of the cashier, T. 
K. Shelby. 


The bank was closed after a 
brief run, begun when word 
spread that Mrs. Shelby, wife of 
the missing banker, had dispatched 
a number of telegrams in an en- 
deavor to learn his whereabouts. 
W. A. McMain, railway telegraph 
operator who filed the messages, 
was one of the first to close out 
his account in the Institution, send- 
ing his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Bert 
McMain, to the bank to make the 
withdrawal. . 

Letter from Cashier. 

In a letter received yesterday by 
his wife, Shelby asserted that the 
complicated affairs of the bank, 
due to “frozen” loans, had prompt- 
ed him to ieave until he “got 
things thought out to my satisfac- 
tion.” He asserted “things were 
becoming too much involved” at 
the bank, but that there was no 
personal shortage and that he 
would return when his mind was 
clear. He explained he felt it was 
necessary for him to get away 
where he could think the whole 
matter over calmly. 

The letter, written Thursday 
night at St. Louis, on stationery of 
the American Hotel, was inclosed 
in one he wrote to an aunt at Lex- 
ington, Mo. It was forwarded 
from Lexington. . 

Charles Blackmore, assistant 
cashier, conductedthe bank after 
Shelby left town, and E. S. Oliver, 
vice president of the depository 
and head of the Blattner Brothers’ 
produce firm of Wellsville, said 
that Blackmore and Eldridge Oli- 
ver Jr., an assistant, had advised 
him that the accounts were in bal- 
ance except for a $100 shortage in 
the cash account. This, he said, 
might “be a clerical error.” 

S. L. Camtley, State Finance 
Commissioner, said today at Jef- 
ferson City that W. A. Shaw. of 
Columbia, State Bank Examiner, 
had been named to take charge of 
the bank and would be in Wells- 
ville tomorrow morning. 

Total Deposits of $217,000. 

The Commercial Bank was in- 
corporated in 1904 and its last 
published statement, as of the 
close of business on April 16, 
showed total resources of $333,- 
625, with capital of $15,000, sur- 
plus of $15,000 and total deposits, 
demand and time, of $217,000. 

Officers of the bank were not in 
accord today concerning a recently 
submitted resignation of Samuel 


“T resigned after the February 
meeting,” Blackshaw said, “when 
my doctor said I must give it up 
after a sick spell. I have not at- 
tended a directors’ meeting since 
that time.” Blackshaw submitted 
two resignations in the past few 
months,.the second, in‘ February, 
drawn by an attorney. 

Resignation Not Acted Upon. 

E. S. Oliver, vice president of the 
bank, and Shelby, the cashier, 
signed the last published. state- 
ment. Oliver said today that 
Blackshaw’s resignation had never 
been acted on by the board, and 
was “‘still on the table” as far as 
the board was concerned. 

The missing Shelby had 
cashier of the bank for the past 
several years and was formerly 
with the Wellsville Bank, the other 
banking concern in the communi- 
ty, with present total resources of 
$565,323. 

Shelby has been away on pre- 
vious occasions for days at a time, 
but the bank and his family has 
known where he was on such oc- 
casions, Oliver said. He left Thurs- 
day, advising Oliver he was “going 
to St. Louis,” but has not. been 
heard from since.

question actors and managers 
of the old school are asking One 
another while they shake their 
heads over the departure of the 
“good old days” and gradual dis- 
appearance of the “road.” ~ Times 
re reported so hard around the: 
Friars Club in New York that a 
lot of actors, out of work and not 
called to Hollywood by the picture 
magnates, have been discussing the 
advisability of barbetuing one or 
more of the Singer Midgets. But, 
be that as it may, the phonographic 
gelatines are capturing a lot of the 
stars who, a few years ago, turned 
up their noses at the cinema. 

To Hollywood has just come the 
first of the great English actors 
to desert the stage for the talkies 
—always excepting, of course, 
George Arliss who is more of an 
American now, than an English- 
man. Cyril Maude is here and 
hard at work already on his first 
talkie, a screen version of his fa- 
mous play, “Grumpy.” 

True enough, Mr. Maude, the 
“Grand Old Man” of English 
drama, didn’t exactly desert the 
stage for the films. Four years 
ago he retired to spend the rest 
of his life quietly in Devon with 
an occasional run up to London, 
‘perhaps, to see a show and talk 
over old times with old friends. 

That, however, was before the 
talkies came. Their coming, with 
the accompanying jingle of many 
pieces of silver, aroused new 4am- 
bitions in the man who had spent 
the better part of half a century 
in the glare of the footlights. 

“TI could not stay away from 
them,” he told me yesterday as we 
sat in his dressing room at the 
film studio—not a dressing room 
such as stage actors know but the 
ordinary thing out here, a hand- 
some bungalow with “baths and 
# everything else, right on the same 
lot where his picture is being 
made. “When a man gets so that 
he does not want to have a part 
in something new and tremendous, 
he is becoming old. And I don’t 
feel old, in spite of my consider- 


able years.”

OR does he look old. Cyril 

Maude has gained his greatest 

fame by portraying old men on 
the stage. Well past the three 
score mark now, he still has to re- 
sort to careful and painstaking 
makeup to change himself into old 
man Grumpy. 

“I find working in a ‘talking pic- 
ture considerably different from 
my one experience in a silent 
film,” Maude chuckled. “You 
know, I was in Hollywood fora 
fortnight in 1915, playing in ‘Peer 
Gynt’... They had me jumping off 
boats, rolling in streams and fight- 
ing Indians, 

"I remember one scene where I 
had to paddle a canoe on a lake. 
The paddle was shot out of my 
hand by a rifle bullet. I was as- 
sured that the man who did the 
shooting was the best marksman 
in California and that helped some. 


“When the paddle was shot out 
of my hand, an Indian swam out to 
the boat and tipped the canoe over. 
Then we had a terrific struggle in 
the water and when I got to shore} 
I was as much dead as alive. I am 
giad there is no Indian fighting in 
‘Grumpy’.”’ 

Maude was born in London. He 
was educated at (Charterhouse 
_ School, and early decided he want- 
ed to go on the stage. Some of his 
relatives tried to dissuade him, a4 
to become an actor at that period 
was to lose caste somewhat. How- 
ever, that did not worry Maude 
=nd he began to study for a theat- 
rical career. 

“I remember clearly one of my 
first experiences as an actor,” he 
said. “‘When I was a boy of about 
16, I was asked to act in some pri- 
vate theatricals. I had to say 
‘what the devil’ several times in.the 
play, and at rehearsal one day a 
kind old cousin of ours came to me 
and said, ‘please, Cyril, cut out 
those what the devils. No gentle- 
man ever says what the devil.’ 1 
wonder what the poor old dear 
would have thought of some of our 
plays nowadays!”’

OTTOMAN JEWELS 


Istanbul Newspaper Says 
Money Is Needed to Re- 
lieve Economic Distress.

ISTANBUL, Turkey, May 
Sale of the Ottoman crown jewels, 
valued at about $300,000,000, was 
‘forecast today by the semiofficial 
daily newspaper, Bpumoureit, _ to 
raise money to relieve, economic 
distress. 


The jewels, part of which are on 
exhibition in the museums of Is- 
tanbul and the remainder hidden in 
Angora, include the peacock 
throne, studded with 30,000 stones.

By the action of the House, the proposed tariff 
rate on Cuban sugar remains at 2 cents a pound. 
In the origina) bill as it came from the House, the 
rate was 24. Sitting as a Committee of the Whole 
on Jan. 16, the Senate adopted the Harrison amend- 
ment to keep the sugar duty at its present rate, 
namely, 1.76 cents .a pound. On March 5, Senator 
Smoot’s amendment to increase the rate to a flat 2 
cents was adopted by the Senate. 

Representing an increase of .24 cents, or approxi- 
_mately 14 per cent over the Fordney-McCumber rate, 
it remains to be seen what will be its effect upon 
Cuba. Already that island, our natural source of 
sugar supply, is in Gistress. According to the United 
States Sugar Association, Cuban sugar companies 
are in “a deplorable situation” and only one out of 
23 Cuban companies “has shown any substantial 
earnings.” Since sugar is Cuba’s chief source of 
livelihood, further depression of the industry may 
precipitate a general economic collapse. 

A collapse in Cuba would affect immediately 
Amefican capital in the amount of $750,000,000 in- 
vested in the Cuban sugar industry. It would also 
afiect home industry. In fact, the Cuban depression 
has already had a marked effect on Cuban importa- 
tions from the United States. Exports to Cuba 
dropped from $160,500,000 in’ 1926 to $155,400,000

These, we might _ call 
staples, and if canned fish, boned 
chicken, corned beef hash, sausage, 
etc., are also added, we can be 
ready for any emergency from 
breakfast to a full course dinner. 
It is seldom necessary, however, 
to concoct an entire meal from _our 
emergency supply. There are 
many times when the regular fam- 
ily meal can be supplemented by 
an extra beginning course either 
of soup, a fruit cup or a canape, 
and perhaps an extra vegetable or 
a combination of the one planned 
and one from the supply shelf. 
Supplementing a Meal. 

For instance, suppose the family 
dinner had been planned as fol- 
lows: Baked meat loaf, mashed 
potatoes, spinach, fruit salad and 
coffee. Suddenly extra mouths 
have to be fed. The spinach has 
shrunk in the cooking, so that it 
cannot possibly be stretched to 
serve more than originally intend- 
ed, so we shape it int6é small molds 
and take down a can of baby car- 
rots from the emergency supply. 
These are heated in a well sea- 
soned cream sauce and poured 
around the molds of spinach, 
making a very decorative looking 
dish and one that is ample in 
quantity. Canned mushrooms 
might be substituted for the car- 
rots and used in the same way.
